TOREIGN ITEMS.—From late English papers. 


A most horrible tragedy was lately consummated at 
London—a German optician, named Steinbnrg, residing 
at 17 Southampton street, Pentouville, destroying his 
supposed w ife and four children, and then committing 
self-murder by the same means. 
When discovered, he 
was found lying in the kitchen with his throat cut—his 


lie, in company with one of the neighbors, went to the 
spot, und digging to the depth of about two feet, discov­ 
ered to their surprise n neat mahogany coffin with a 
plate on it, marked CAliOLINE 8TAG G, aged 24 
years, August 14, 1834. 
The smell of the body was so offensive, that they did 
not raise the coffin or open it, and it lias laid in the 
m im state ever since. 
It is to be hoped that the Coro- 
ncr will do his duty promptly, as no such name is 
known in the community, nor has any clue been found 
to solve in the least the mystery. 
'The place where 
the cothn is buried, is on a small hammock, out in the 
mansh about a mile and a half from any dwelling, and 
not accessible from the main land hut at low water 
I ’he creek leading to it is at least a mile from the river 
The grave is not more than ten feet from high water 
mark, it is carefully levelled, and a small oak stands at 
the head of it blazed, as though they who buried it in­ 
tended to return, or at least to mark the spot.— Char­ 
leston M ercury, 13f/j inst.

Brutus was a man in whom tho malice of his enemies 
could discern no fault, in whom the virtues of humanity 
were eminent ; in whom a constant, firm, and inviola­ 
ble attachment to tho public good, formed the princi­ 
pal and most distinguishable part of his charact«*r, and 
the uninterrupted business o f his life ever in view, ever 
pursued from the inherent equity of his mind ; for he 
was, as his historian well observes, by nature exactly 
framed for virtue, without one breach of that never to 
be omitted distinction of fa s and nefas, right and 
wrong. 
And here it may not be altogether foreign to 
our purpose, to illustrate this transcendent rectitude of 
hi* mind, by instancing his refusal, contrary to the 
opinion of ('icero and his other friends, to employ the 
arts of oratory in gilding over tire fairest cause, when 
ufler the death o f (’nesar hfe addressed himself to the 
Roman people. 
It cannot he supposed that Brutus, 
who had long been famed for eloquence, could be 
ignorant of speaking to the passions of men, an art too 
successfully made use of by Antony on the same occa­ 
sion. 
Huch, then, was the integrity of Rrutns’s mind, 
that he could not stoop to employ any indecent means 
even in the pursuit of virtue. 


The bread fruit is frequently prepared for consump­ 
tion by the natives where it grows, in great quantities. 
A pit twenty or thirty feet in circumference is dug out ; 
the bottom is filled with stones, logs of fire wood are 
piled upon them, and the whole is covered with large 
stones. 
The wood is then kindled, and the heat is 
often so intense as to reduce the stones to a state of 
liquefaction. 
W hen thoroughly heated, the stones are 
removed to the sides ; many hundred ripe bread fruit 
are then thrown in, just as they have been gathered 
from the trees, atid are piled up in the centre of the 
pit ; a few leaves are spread upon them, the remaining 
hot stones built up like an arch over the heap, and the 
whole is covered a foot or eighteen inches thich with 
leaves and earth. 
In this state it remains a day or two ; 
a hole is then dug on one side, and the parties to whom 
it belongs take out what they want till the whole is 
consumed.
